I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December  1971. 


1.  BIRTHS 

There  was  a  total  of  221  births,  112  legitimate  male  births  plus 
6  illegitimate  and  99  female  births  plus  4  illegitimate,  giving 
a  crude  birth  rate  per  thousand  population  of  16.4  with  a  locally 
adjusted  rate  of  l6.6.  Stillbirths:  rate  per  thousand  total 
births  - 


2.  DEATHS 

There  were  108  deaths  during  this  period,  details  of  them  are 
given  more  fully  later  in  this  report.  The  crude  death  rate 
per  thousand  population  is  8.0,  with  a  locally  adjusted  death 
rate  of  9«1»

MEALS  ON  WHEELS 


We  were  fortunate  enough  during  the  year  1971  to  begin  two  more 
Meals  on  Wheels  Services,  on  in  Carlton  and  one  in  Wolviston,  much 
to  the  appreciation  of  the  recipients,, 

I  give  below  details  of  the  four  services'  Annual  Reports: 
Egglescliffe  and  Preston 

(Numbers  varying  between  13  and  l6  recipients) 

Christmas  dinner  was  donated  by  one  of  the  drivers  to  7  recipients 
and  a  gift  of  75p  was  given  by  W.R.V.S.  members  to  all  recipients. 
Aged  recipients  in  hospital  were  visited  and  given  either  fruit  or 
sweets.  Another  volunteer  gave  a  tea  party  for  all  recipients  who 
thoroughly  enjoyed  themselves.  There  lias  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  lunches  provided  by  these  volunteers  from  2,176  -  2,724. 

Carlton 


262  meals  were  provided  twice  weekly  between  1st  October  when 
the  scheme  was  started,  and  Jlf<fc  December,  to  12  recipients. 

Stillington 

1-52  meals  were  supplied  twice  weekly  to  12  recipients. 


Wolviston 

The  new  service  started  here  on  20th  April  1971  for  a  total 
of  25  people.  The  number  of  meals  served  twice  weekly  from  that 
date  to  31st  December  was  1741. 

The  Engineering  Industry  Training  soard,  suppliers  of  the  meals, 
invited  the  old  people  to  lunch  and  then  took  them  on  a  guided 
tour  of  the  centre. 
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8.  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  supply  by  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board  and  the 
Hartlepools  Water  Company  has  been  of  satisfactory  quality 
throughout  the  year  rand  no  adverse  results  were  reported. 

Hartlepool  Water  Company  are  awaiting  planning  permission  to 
locate  a  pump  house  in  order  to  boost  pressure  to  Nine  Acres, 
Hart  Village  and  as  soon  as  permission  is  obtained  work  will 
commence , 

9.  SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT,  1958 

There  are  two  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  Rural  District  and 
both  comply  fully  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act  and  allied 
Regulations.  Hygienic  standards  are  extremely  high  and 
maintenance  of  structure  and  equipment  is  also  very  good.

11.  HOUSING 

Qualification  Certificates 

During  the  year  there  were  42  applications  for  qualification 
certificates  of  which  23  have  been  granted  and  the  remainder  are 
under  review.

14  Standard  grants  were  approved  to  a  total  grant  amount  of  £2126. 
Improvement  Grants 

Those  grants  superceded  the  Discretionary  Grant  under  the  previous 
legislation  and  with  increased  grants  being  made  available  to 
Development  Area,  grant  approvals  have  shown  a  marked  rise.  The 
total  amount  of  houses  approved  for  improvement  grant  was  47  and 
the  grants  totalled  £24,301. 

Demolition  Orders 

During  the  year  10  demolition  orders  were  made,  two  of  these 
houses  were  demolished  and  the  remaining  3  were  deferred  pending 
satisfactory  proposals  for  making  them  fit  for  habitantion. 

Closing  Orders 

No  closing  orders  have  been  made  during  the  year. 

Slum  Clearance 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  start  was  made  on  the  Council's 
first  Clearance  Area  of  103  houses  in  the  Morrison  Street/L^wson 
Street  area  of  Stillington.  It  was  expected  that  the  houses 
would  be  represented  in  the  spring  of  19 72. 
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12.  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967 

The  Council  has  continued  to  provide  its  free  service  of  removing 
bulky  items  of  refuse  and  enablish  the  public  to  use  the  tip  at 
Preston-on-Tees  for  the  disposal  of  other  matter.  Two  abandoned 
vehicles  were  removed  and  disposed  of  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  during  the  year.

13.  Rodent  Control 

During  the  year  there  were  49  complaints  of  rats  and  9  of  mice, 
treatments  being  carried  out  for  all.  In  addition  the  cirea  was 
'.given  its  thorough  annual  sewer  treatment  with  Egglescliffe, 

Preston,  Thorpe  Thewles,  Stillington,  Greatham  and  Redmarshall 
receiving  an  additional  treament  in  September.  Rates  were 
shown  to  be  infesting  the  sewage  system  at  Egglescliffe,  Preston 
Redmarshall,  Thorpe  Thewles,  Stillington  and  Greatham  but  were 
eradicated  with  the  use  of  Pinhead  Oatmeal  and  Warfarin  5  poison. 

1.4.  animal  boarding  establishments  act,  1963 

There  were  four  applications  for  license  of  premises  during  the 
year  and  upon  inspection  these  v/ere  found  to  be  satisfactory,  in 
all  respects  and  permission  was  granted  subject  to  normal 
Conditions. 

15  .  CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  i960 

There  is  only  on  residential  caravan  sice  licensed  with  the 
local  authority  and  license  was  again  granted  for  a  total  of 
40  caravans.  The  site  has  again  funtioned  satisfactorily  and 
without  problem. 

16.  AIR  POLLUTION

Smoke  Control  Areas 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  considered  the  making  of 
a  smoke  control  area  for  the  Egglesclif fe/Preston  area  but  after 
due  consideration  it  was  decided  that  owing  to  peculiar  circumstances 
attaching  to  the  Rural  District,  smoke  control  orders  be  deferred 
indefinitely. 

The  smoke  control  area  inherited  from  Billingham  U.D.C.  has 
continued  to  operate  without  problem.

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Clean  Air  Acts  1956  and  1968 


No  applications  for  prior  approval  or  chimney  height  approval  were 
received  during  the  year  and  a  short  outburst  of  industrial  air 
pollution  from  a  chemical  works  was  reported  when  a  Dry  Arrester 
failed  and  there  was  an  emission  of  pollution  of  a  short 
duration,  ’^his  was  rectified  as  soon  as  observed  by  the  Company 
through  the  fitting  of  a  new  filter  bag.  There  are  schemes  for 
further  improvements  to  the  fumes  suppression  equipment  being 
investigated  by  the  Company. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

There  were  nine  sewage  works  in  operation  tnroughout  tne  district 
serving  the  villages  of  Hart,  Elwick,  Dalton  Piercy,  Greatham, 
Thorpe  Thewles,  Whitton,  Stillington,  Carlton/Redmarshall  and 
Long  Newton. 

The  sewage  from  Wolviston  and  Newton  Bewley  is  discharged  into 
the  Teesside  County  Borough  Council  sewerage  system  and  only 
Elton  village  is  not  serviced  by  main  sewers  and  has  to  rely 
on  septic  tank  installations. 

The  Labour  force  consisted  of  four  men  operating  two  Land  Rovers 
and  two  trailer  pumps. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Although  there  have  been  minor  problems  the  refuse  collection 
service  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained  by  the  two  refuse 

e  ua  • 

Each  team  consists  of  five  men  including  a  driver  and  having 
a  working  stint  for  the  whole  week  which  allows  all  premises 
to  be  served  once  a  week. 

There  are  three  refuse  collection  vehicles,  two  being  in 
continuous  use  and  the  third  available  in  case  of  breakdown  and 
periodic  servicing.
